KILLSGUFFEY ACT 


COAL MINING~REGULATION 


BILL HELD AN INVASION 


OF STATE POWERS

WASHINGTON, May 18. 


—(#>)—Dividing six to three, 
the supreme court struck 
down the Guffey coal act 
today on the same ground 
that it invalidated NRA— 
an unconstitutional invasion 


(qf state powers. 


The majority, through Justice 


Sutherland, held the federal gov- 
'ernment was without power to 
regulate hours and wages in the 
mining industry as well as in the 
manufacturing Industry. 


The 
dissenters 
were 
Justices 


Brandeis, Stone and Cardozo. 
The court did not rule on tho 


constitutionality of the price fix- 
ing provision of the Guffey law 
to regulate the bituminous indus- 
try, but said these were so re- 
Isrted to the labor provisions that 
the fall of the latter carried tho 
price fixing section down too. 


In failing to rule on the p'rice 


fixing 
provisions, the 
majority 


opinion warned that nothing the 
court sai'd was to be taken as an 
indication that it would uphold 
them, even if they were enacted 
separately. 
• 


"I am satisfied," the dissenting 


opinion by Justice Cardozo said, 
"that the act is within the pow- 
er of the central government inso- 
far as it provides for minimum 
and maximum prices upon sales 
of bituminous coal in the transac- 
tions of interstate commerce and 
in those of intrastate commerce 
where interstate commerce is di 
rectly or iritima'e'y affected. 
.,,"Whether It 
Is valid-also, in 


"other (labor) provisions that have 
been considered and condemned 
:'« the-:opinipii of the court; I-Ao 
not find it necessary to determine 
at this time. Silence must not be 
taken as importing acquiescence." 


Chief Justice Hughes, in a' sep- 
arate opinion, concurred in the 
finding of the majority that con- 
gress had' exceeded Us authority 
in attempting to regulate wages 
and hours. 


Not Tax But Penalty. 
The majority opinion held the 


excise tax of 15 per cent on soft 
coal production, with provisions 
for refunding 90 per cent for ad- 
herence lu terms of the law, was 
"Clearly not a tax but a penalty." 
But the court did not rule on the 
tax. 
VThe position of the govern- 
ment, as we understand it," the 
opinion said, "is that the validity 
of the exaction does not rest upon 
the taxing power but upon 
the 


power of congress to regulate in- 
terstate commerce: and that If 
the act in respect of the labor 
and price fixing provisions be not 
upheld, tho 'tax* must fall with 
them.

Three types of eyes which science 
is developing to look 10,000 feet 
underground in the search for oil 
were displayed here today at the 
International Petroleum 
Exposi- 


tion. 
Two of them are "candid cam- 
eras" of the depths of the earth, 
not much larger around than a 
human eye. The third is a> cam- 
era which carries a gyroscope, 
patterned after the "iron mike" 
gyroscope compass first used on 
ships and now employed to guide 
aviators In blind flights. 
The underground candid cam- 
eras promise to open a new kind 
of underground exploration. They 
can be made to go down vertical- 
ly for thousands of feet and then 
turn like tentacles to- guide the 
drills in lateral expirations in 
any direction. 


The eyes are housed In hollow 
steel rods 
containing flashlight 
batteries to operate an electric 
light, a watch to snap the cam- 
era and record the time each pic- 
ture Is taken, and a plumbbob 
against the background of a scale 
tho camera photographs this bob. 
Its position on the scale shows 
how far the hole is drifting away 
from the vertical. 


The camera also photographs a 


compass showing the direction of 
the drift. 
The "iron mike" 
or 


gyhoscopic camera carries a nee 
die that like the aviator's gyro- 
pilot never makes a mistake about 
direction of the drift. 
Tho cameras have gone down 


10,000 feet and have explored lat- 
erally 3,000 feet. 


They photograph drilling acci 
dents at the bottoms of holes; 
can be used to distinguish the 
various strata of earth and when 
drills break and stick, may detour 
the hole around the accidental ob- 
struction. 
Their most spectacular exploits 


have been in extinguishing fires.

Texas It the land of legends, 
with a most unusual history and 
romantic 
tradition. 
Six 
flags 


have claimed her. 
Every section, 
has a stock of legendary lore, 
left, by Indian aborigines, French 
explorers, Spanish conqulstadores 
and monks—legends 
of 
pirates 


and freebooters, of filibusters, of 
cowboys and rangers, of settlers 
and pioneers. These are not only 
"twice-told tales" but tales told 
many times. "Some one told it to 
grandfather, he told It to father, 
and father told me." Oral tradi- 
tion; true legendary lore! -Like 
the stories of Grimm and Ander- 
son, 'these tales were built from 
repetition upon very slight begin- 
nings. 
Thera are few 
localities 
In 
Texas that do not have legends of 
lose mines. The most remarkable 
of these is that of the San Saba 
mine, sometimes called the Bowie 
mine. The ZJpan Indians, accord- 
Ing to the story, had wrested the 


mine from the 
Spaniards 
and 
and stored the bullion. James 
Bowls cultivated the friendship 
of the Iiipans and gained 
the 


confidence of their chief. He llvec 
among them and was adopted in 
to the tribe; finally they reveal 
ed their treasure to him. 


The amazing quantity of gold 


seemed to' turn Bowie's head, for 
he left the tribe, hurried to San 
Antonio, and organized a force 
to wrest the treasure from the 
Indians. He met the Indians al 
Calf, McCulloch' county, in one of 
the most brilliant fights of early 
days. 
There were 184 Indians 


and only eleven whites. The Tex- 
ans had one man killed and seven 
wounded; the Indians had eighty 
killed and many wounded. Bowie 
was the only white man who 
knew the secret of the mine. Be- 
fore he could resume his quest, 
he fell at the Alamo, carrying his 
secret with him; and through the 
years, 
countless 
Texans 
have 


striven In vain to find the lost 
San Saba mine.

Thousands of children and adults 
die every year from diseases nar- 
ried by the fly. Typhofd fever, tu- 
berculosis, 
summer 
complaint 


cholera, intestinal diseases, and 
frequently death follow closely in 
the trail of the common house 
fly."The control of the fly menace 
comes at the top of the list of 
necessary public health measures 
which should be applied. by every 
city and community In the state," 
urges Dr. John W. Brown, state 
health officer. 


"The most effective 
measure 


for control Is to prevent breed- 
ing," 
he said. "Flies brqed 
in 


filth, and about eight days are 
required to complete a lite cycle. 
During her life time of several 
months, one house fly lays from 
600 to 1000 eggs. Thus it can 
easily be seen that In a season 
which 
usually 
begins 
in 
the 


spring of the year, tne descend- 
ants from one fly number count- 
less thousands.

AUSTIN, May

Attorney General William 
McCraw ruled today that 
the 
board 
of education 


could supplement a 
per 


capita 
apportionment 
of 


?17.50 for "school aid with 
an anticipated surplus of 
$4,000,000. 
' 
McCraw ruled that a per capita 


' allowance of $17.50 was a mini- 
mum and not a maximum. The 
State Teachers' Association re- 
quested the board to add $2.50 to 
' this year's apportionment, upon 
. which the board held a special 
meeting today. 
"It Is the conclusion of this 
department," the opinion stated, 
"that the state board (of educa- 
tion) 
has implied authority to 


make such supplementary appro- 
priation, If in the sound discre- 
tion of the board, the balance on 
hand in the available school fund 
justifies such action." 
In previous years 
the 
board 


found difficult the task of pay- 
ing apportionments 
directed 
by 
the legislature and the fund fre- 
quently had a deficit. Unantici- 
pated collections arising from cor- 
rections In several occupational 
levies and addition of a portion 
of the liquor tax resulted in the 
prospective 
$4,000,000 surplus. 


Authority for ihe 
board 
to 
grant an additional allotment was 
raised for the first time because 
of the 
potential 
surplus. 
Ben 


F. Tisinger of Dallas, chairman, 
naked the attorney general's opin- 
ion on the board's power to do so 
without specific authorization by 
the legislature. 


Reviewed Provisions. 


McCraw reviewed constitutional 


provisions which he lield "direct 
that the annual revenue of the 
available school fund shall be ap- 
portioned, expended and distrib- 
uted as directed by law. 


Appropriated Entire Income. 
"From this It is seen that the 


legislature apropriated the entire 
Income to the 
state 
available 


school fund to be used by. the 
state board of education 
except 


such amounts as were elsewhere 
specifically appropriated to some 
other- use," McCraw ruled. 
"This appropriation refutes -any 


idea of a maximum limitation 
being placed upon the per capita 
apportionment" 


McCraw said only one statute 


might be construed as placing a 
maximum limitation on the per 
capita apportionment, but "we do 
not construe this article as fix- 
Ing any such limitations." 
The 
supplementary 
allocation 


would benefit 1,575,652 scholastics 
who were on the rolls Sept. 1 
1935, the beginning of the current 
ichool year. Payments have li- 
quidated $13 of the current appor- 
tionment, leaving $4.50 to be paid, 
or an obligation of $6,979,050. 


Argue For More Funds. 
John Gregory of McAllen, pres- 


ident of the State Teachers Asso- 
ciation; C. N. Shaver, school su- 
perintendent at Huntsville, and 
Henry Stlllwell, superintendent at 
Texarkana 
argued 
before 
the 


board that the schools badly need- 
ed: additional funds. Charles M 
Dickson of San Antonio and T. H 
McGregor of 
Austin, 
attorneys 


representing the teachers associa- 
tion, contended that the board 
was required by law to allot the 
surplus during the current fisca 
year. 


Talks In oppoattlon to an addi- 
tional apportionment were made 
by J. C. Mytinger of 
Wichita 
Falls, president of 
the 
Texas 
Association of real estate boards: 
H. I* Barber of Fort Worth, pres 
ident of the Texas Property Own- 
ers' and Bert King of Wichita 
Falls, attorney for We two organ 
izations. 
They urged that the 
money be carried over so that ad 
valorem taxes might be materially 
reduced.

The dead: 
Sheriff 
William B. Young of

William Wells, 65, the negro. 
Cora Wells, his sister.

Sheriff Young was shot to death 
by Wells during the afternoon as 
he and State Patrolman S. L. Mc- 
Williams tried to arrest the negro 
on an accusation 
of a 
wealthy 


white woman, Mrs. George Zinn, 
that he had threatened her with a 
gun in a nearby cemetery. 


Young was felled by a bullet in 
the heart, and 
McWilliams was 


wounded in the arm and leg. 
Other officers In the tfarty sum- 


moned state officers and a posse 
of citizens which swelled at the 
height of the battle to nearly 300. 


Sergeant Wayne Carr made a 


rush to help McWilliams to safe- 
ty and was hit himself.

After noting the power of the
